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SLAUGHTER IN THE ORIENT 
In m any p arts of the world, inclu ding this en­ 
lightened land, there is a p rov incial feeling th a t 
nothing th a t m ay hap p en in far-off China, where 
hu m an beings are as nu m erou s as the sands on 
the shore and life is traditionally cheap , is im ­ 
p ortan t. 
Starv ation, w arfare, 
the inex orable 
fu nctioning of the ru thless elem ents, all com­ 
bine to ex act hu m an sacrifices th a t wou ld be a p ­ 
p alling if the p rincip als belonged to the Occi­ 
dental world w ith which Am ericans are intim ate­ 
ly fam iliar. Bu t tragedies of the O riental stage, 
it seems, are different, as^f these ancient p eop les 
were insensitiv e to the su fferings and the em o­ 
tions which cau se p hy sical and m ental angu ish 
in other lands. 
Becau se of this common bu t inex p licable feel­ 
ing, distan t observ ers are not adequ ately ap p re­ 
ciativ e of the horror of conditions now ex isting 
in the v icinity of Shanghai, w here the com ­ 
p lacent and long-su ffering Chinese hav e su m ­ 
m oned u p their laten t cou rage and energy and 
tu rned u p on their traditional enem ies w ith a 
startling show of effectiv eness. It is imp ossible a t 
this early stage of the conflict to env ision the 
u ltim ate ou tcome. The thou ghtfu l m ind is held 
in a sort of deadly sp ell, howev er, by a contem ­ 
p lation of the sham bles into which a great city 
is now being transform ed. 
Qu ite su ddenly , it seems, the p rim itiv e m ilitary 
establishm ent of C hina has been m odernized, 
and Jap an, su p rem ely confident by reason of the 
easy conqu ests of 19 31, has felt the fu ll fu ry of 
this new p ower. Jap an has fou nd du ring these 
last six y ears th a t all of her needs were not sa t­ 
isfied w ith the acqu isition of Jehol, N orthern 
Hop ei and C hahar and has been insp ired w ith a 
determ ination to gain the riches of C hina p rop er, 
w ith its m ore desirable clim atic conditions, its 
im m ense qu antities of high-grade coal and soil 
fav orable to the grow th of cotton. The cu rrent 
w ar is traceable to a determ ination to gain these 
assets for an am bitions bu t economically barren 
nation. 
The war is the fru itage of the fu nctioning of 
the Jap anese im p erialistic m ind. Economic re­ 
sou rces m u st be gained, ev en thou gh they hav e 
to be stolen from a neighboring nation. The 
necessity of killing a* few hu ndred thou sand m en 
in fu lfillm ent of the larcenou s objectiv e, of 
m aim ing others and bringing su ffering and 


m isery u p on noncom batants, inclu ding children, 
rep resents m erely an incidental featu re of th eir 
p u rp ose. This is an attitu de, of cou rse, w hich is 
characteristic of not only the Jap anese G ov ern­ 
m ent bu t of ev ery gov ernm ent w hich ignores 
hu m an v alu es in the dev elop m ent of national 
p restige or the glorification of an egom ap iacal 
dictator. 
O -------- 
ARSONIST ON THE RUN 
It is gratify ing to rep ort th a t there hav e been 
notable decreases in the crim e of arson in re ­ 
cent y ears. W here, according to records of th e 
N ational Board of Fire U nderw riters cov ering 
abou t 75 p er cent of all the arson cases in the 
cou ntry , there were 1,544 "arrests for this crim e 
in the p eak y ear of 19 32, there were 635 in 19 36. 
And in 19 36, conv ictions attain ed the rem ark a­ 
ble high of 78 p er cent, as com p ared w ith 76 
p er cent in 19 35. 
The fact th a t we are m aking p rogress in fight­ 
ing the arsonist doesn’t m ean th a t we m ay rest 
on ou r lau rels — to the contrary , efforts to stam p 
ou t this crim e shou ld be redou bled u ntil fires of 
incendiary origin are redu ced to th e v anishing 
p oint. No crim e offers greater p eril to life and 
p rop erty — no crim inal is more desp icable, or 
less w orthy of p u blic sy m p athy . The arsonist 
works in the dark, w ith the aid of ex p losiv es 
and inflam m able liqu ids. “Su ccessfu l” arson fires 
often cau se the death of innocent p ersons. 
The m ethods u sed in the p ast to fight arson 
hav e p rov en sp lendidly efficient, and p rov ide a 
sou nd grou ndw ork for fu tu re action. The N a­ 
tional Board of Fire U nderw riters emp loy s sp e­ 
cial trained agents to assist civ il au thorities in 
v ariou s p arts of the cou ntry . Comp lex records 
concerning arson gangs are kep t, an d all fires 
inv olv ing su sp iciou s elem ents are thorou ghly in ­ 
v estigated. Throu gh the work of these agents, 
m any big arson gangs hav e been broken u p , and 
their m em bers sent to p rison for long term s. 
Pu blic officials hav e generally shown a fine sp irit 
of co-op eration, and p rosecu ting attorney s hav e 
been aggressiv e in bringing the crim inals to ju s­ 
tice. The N ational Board has likewise p rep ared 
a model arson law w hich has been adop ted by 
a nu m ber of states and u sed by others as an 
aid to fram ing arson legislation. 
The arsonist is on the ru n — ev ery com m u n­ 
ity shou ld help keep him going!

science 
has demonstrated its ability to 
produce almost any thing out of 
a carload of coal. German ped­ 
agogy now is demonstrating its 
ability to produce anti-Semitism 
out of almost any thing—even an 
ant-hill. 
A new guide for teachers, writ­ 
ten by Fritz Fink in a little book 
called “The Jewish Question in 
Teaching” tells how it can be 
done. 
He tells of a Munich scientist 
observing a nest of white ants 
who saw the unfoldment of a 
drama which amounted to the 
peaceful penetration of an un­ 
suspecting nation by an alien 
race. 
The upshot was, of course, rev­ 
olution in the ant-hill, slaughter 
of the queen, confusion, social 
anarchy , chaos. And the 
ob­ 
vious lesson, Fink tells the teach­ 
ers, is that peaceful penetra­ 
tion of any unsuspecting nation 
by large numbers of Jewers in­ 
evitably leads toward the same 
thing. Fink asserts this is a les­ 
son any school-child can under­ 
stand. 
“The children,” he say s, “must 
be taught to realize that the 
anti-Jewish laws and the fight 
against the Jew are not the re­ 
sult of mere spleen and high­ 
handed procedure, but an action 
of national self-defense.”

000,000,000 in the pock ets 
of 
farmers, mak ing it their most 
prosperous y ear since 19 29 . 
This figure is over a billion 
dollars more than 19 36 cash farm 
income, which was $7,$65,000,000 
and more than double the 19 32 
depression low of $4,328,000,000. 
The 19 29 total was $10,479 ,000,- 
000. 
A. G. Black , chief of the Bureau 
of Agricultural economics, said 
19 37 was more favorable in an­ 
other respect—the larger income 
is more evenly divided over the 
nation because droughts failed 
to damage crops of ex tensive re­ 
gions as in 19 34 and 19 36. 
The increased flow of dollars 
to farmers resulted, Black said, 
from improved demand for farm 
products due to general busi­ 
ness recovery , reduction of sup­ 
plies by recent, droughts, and 
“farm programs carried on by 
the federal government.” 
The income survey estimated 
government pay ments to farm ­ 
ers in 19 37 would amount to 
$400,000,000 or $450,000,000, com­ 
pared with $287,000,000 in 19 36. 
Speeding up pay ment check s ac­ 
counted for the gain. 
Income from farm mark etings 
will run a $1,000,000,000 ahead of 
last y ear, the economists said, 
chiefly because of larger crops 
this y ear. 
Wheat, apples and tobacco will 
show largest gains, they said, 
while 
cotton 
and 
cottonseed, 
vegetables, and all grains except 
corn should surpass 19 36 totals. 
Income 
from 
livestock and 
livestock products will be about 
the same as last y ear, they pre­ 
dicted, shorter mark et supplies 
offsetting higher prices for cat­ 
tle, hogs and other animals. 
Income from dairy products is 
ex pected to run 5 per cent above 
last y ear while that of poultry 
and eggs may be less because of 
lower prices.
